SUBJ: ARRIVAL OF UN FACT FINDING COMMISSION IN BENIN 

1 . SPECIAL UN FACT FINDING COMMISSION CHARGED WITH INVESTIGATING 
JANUARY 16 MERCENARY ATTACK ARRIVED IN COTONOU FEBRUARY 16. 
DELEGATION LED BY PANAMA'S UN AMBASSADOR JORGE ILLUECA, AND CON- 
SISTING OF LIBYAN AMBASSADOR MANSUR R KIKHIA, AND INDIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE RAMESH N MULYE, WAS MET AT AIRPORT BY INTERIOR 
MINISTER AZONHIHO, FINANCE MINISTER ATCHADE, AND MINISTER OF 
EQUIPMENT RODRIGUEZ. FOREIGN MINISTER ALLADAYE REPORTEDLY IS IN 
EUROPE. 

2. GOVERNMENT-CONTROLLED DAILY EHUZU FEBRUARY 17 QUOTED FROM 
ARRIVAL STATEMENT BY ILLUECA SAYING "ENTIRE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY HAS CONDEMNED ARMED FOREIGN AGGRESSION AGAINST 
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BENINESE PEOPLE JUST AS IT CONDEMNS ALL MERCENARY ACTIVITIES." 
STATING THAT THE COMMISSION HAD TO FILE ITS REPORT BY THE END OF 
THE MONTH, ILLUECA SAID HE HOPED THE INVESTIGATION WOULD BE 
COMPLETED BY THE END OF THE WEEK OF FEBRUARY 21. 

3. COMMENT: FACT FINDING MISSION HAS RECEIVED MUCH ATTENTION 
FROM BENINESE MEDIA SINCE IT OFFERS GOVERNMENT OF PEOPLES 
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REPUBLIC OF BENIN(GPRB) CHERISHED OPPORTUNITY OF ATTRACTING WORLD 
ATTENTION, IF ONLY FOR A BRIEF PERIOD. GIVEN COMPOSITION OF 
MISSION, MAJORITY OF DIPLOMATIC OBSERVERS HERE ARE SPEPTICAL OF 
GROUP'S ACCOMPLISHING MORE THAN MERELY RUBBER-STAMPING FINDINGS 
OF TRIPARTITE (NIGERIA, BENIN, AND GUINEA) COMMISSION WHICH HAS 
BEEN CONDUCTING ITS OWN INVESTIGATION. ALTHOUGH THESE RESULTS 
HAVE NOT BEEN MADE PUBLIC, GENERAL FEELING HERE IS THAT THEY WILL 
SUPPORT GPRB S ALLEGATIONS OF "IMPERIALIST AGGRESSION." 

4. IT WILL BE INTERESTING TO SEE WHETHER BENIN CAN CREDIBLY FIX 
BLAME ON "NEO-COLONIALISTS" WITHOUT SPECIFYING ANY COUNTRY BY 
NAME. FRENCH HAVE TOLD US THAT WHILE PRESIDENT KEREKOU HAS BEEN 
INVEIGHING AGAINST "ATTEMPT AT COLONIAL RECONQUEST" GPRB HAS BEEN 
PRESSING FRANCE FOR ADDITIONAL TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE. ACCORDING 
TO FRENCH GROUND RULES IN EFFECT SINCE GPRB ADOPTED MARXISM, 
FRANCE CAN LIVE WITH GENERAL REFERENCES TO NEO-COLONIALISM AND 
IMPERIALISM AND STILL MAINTAIN A DONOR RELATIONSHIP WITH BENIN. 

IF FRANCE, HOWEVER, IS SPECIFICALLY CITED IN AN UNACCEPTABLE WAY, 
FRENCH HAVE TOLD BENINESE THEY ARE PREPARED TO CUT THEIR LOSSES 
AND LEAVE BENIN. ALTHOUGH KEREKOU'S PERSONAL SYMBOL IS THE 
CHAMELOEN, IN THIS INSTANCE HE MAY FIND HIMSELF UNABLE TO 
ADAPT SIMULTANEOUSLY TO THE COMPETING REQUIREMENT OF 
IDEOLOGY AND PRAGMATISM. THOMPSON 
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
